He was com- 
mandant at Ladysmith and was sent to 
relieve Gen. Cronje as second in com- 
mand; after Gen. Cionje’s surrender he 
received full command. He was one of 
the signatories of the Vereeniging peace 
conference and was appointed minister 
of agriculture in 1807. 

Gen. De Wet was opposed to the gov- 
ernment’s action in regard to the present 
war, and early in October attempted to 
speak at a meeting held in protest of this 
action, but was prevented from doing so 
by a demonstration of sympathizers of 
Gen. Louis Botha, the premier of the 
Valen of South Africa.

In each of the seven states the question 


that the women will have the full privi- 
lege of voting for presicential electors, 
state and local officers, members of con- 
gress and of the state legislatures. 

The vote to be taken Tuesday in Ohio 
and Missouri comes along by the initiative 
and referendum route. In Ohio the possi- 
bilities of submission arose through the 
new state constitution. In Missouri the 
chance came through the recent amend- 
ment to the state conatitution which added 
the initiative and referendum to the or- 
ganic law. In the five other states woman 
suffrage has been submitted in the form 
of constitutional amendments by the gen- 
eral assembly. 


Amalgamated Copper in Fight. 
Montana and Nebraska belong to the 
latter classification. Montana is claimed 
by the pro-suffrage women in spite of the 
bitter fight, claimed to be the last, of 
Amalgamated Copper. The same infiu- 
ence is claimed to be exerting the limit of 
its strength in battling the woman fighters 
in Nevada, but the conditions on the eve 
of election are seid to be such that the 
women will win. 

In Nebraska the last stages of the fight- 
ing are centering about Omahe. If Omaha 
can be kept anywhere near “ half and 
half the pro-suffragists believe that Ne- 
braska will be won by them. The rural 
districts are largely pro-suffrage, it is 
claimed by those in touch with the situa- 
tion, although strong efforts have been 
made by the liquor forces in Nebraska, as 
im every other state where suffrage is an 
issue, to defeat the proposition. 


Handicap in North Dakota. 

The pro-suffrage women would classify 
North Dakota as a “sure” state were 
it not for the provision of the submis- 
sion act which requires that a majority 
of all of those voting on the proposition 
shall be required to extend the vote to 
wemen. This technical difficylty may be 
difficult to surmount, 

In South Dakota the issue is plain and 
without any strings. Activities of the

NATION FACING A CRISIS. 


Tells Manufacturers How to Take 
Advantage of War Changes. 


The United States ie facing a crisisin ite 
foreign trade. It stands in the position 
to lose a vast amount of the foreign busi- 
ness it has enjoyed unless some potent 
steps, backed by proper legislation and 
financial arrangements, are taken im- 
mediately. Manufacturers and producers 
of cotton and grain stand bewildered at 
the decrease in their: foreign business 
when they imagined the war inevitably 
was to bring an incerase. 

After years of foreign business, bankers 
and business men of the nation have 
found that the center of business is in 
London, drawn there by the fact that the 
pound sterHng instead of the gold dollar 
has been made the important factor in the 
world’s exchange by the progressive 
English bankers and business men. 


Willard Straight Talks of Trade. 

Thus Willard Straight of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. summed up the foreign trade situa- 
tion at the luncheon of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association at the Hotel La 
Salle yesterday. Mr. Straight has made 
a study of the foreign trade conditions 
for his firm and has been active in com- 
mittees working from the natienal capi- 
tal to devise ways and means of further- 
ing foreign business. 

“The urgent question at the present 
time, he said, “is not the extension ot 
our commerce, but the retention of that 
which we heretofore have had. 

Although sufficient bottoms are avail- 
able at the present time, the complications 
regarding contraband and neutrality 
have demonstrated the desirability, if not 
the necessity, of building up an American 
merchant marine, the existence of which 
would have done much to maintain unin- 
terupted shipping facilities with Europe 
and have enabled us to carry on our trade 
with neutral countries. 


‘Branch Banks Will Help. 
The opening of branch banks in South 
America and the far east by making 
possible the establishment of a dolar ex- 
change and the creatiom of commercial 
paper, which should find a market in this 


| eral reserve gat became operative, should 


greatly facilitate our trade. 

The European struggle has not award- 
ed us a lottery prize; it hae given us a 
job in which it is up to us to make good. 
This ie our foreign trade opportunity. 
It le an opportunity which carries heavy 
responsibilities.”

The Spanish Onion. 


T cannot be too much emphasized that 
most careful attention should be 


given to the diet at the change in the 

season, especially when the change is 
trom hot to eold and te celds and 
pneumonia conditiona, We have not the 
body heat to epare for warm.ng up the 
cold foods we have accustomed ourselves 
to during the summer, and we need in- 
creased fuel to help that self-regulating 
heat gauge, the skin, to 4% ite extra 
work. 

But the appetite generally gttends to 
that te the extent that we often need te 
conscioug.y restrain ourselves or we 
shall use up more energy than we can 
safely spare taking care of food, when so 
much is needed to safely battle with tem- 
peraiure.

Brown sauce. — Brown as many tabie- 
spoons each of butter and flour as there 
are cups of liquid in which the onion was 
boiled.

Meat juice and various seascn- 
ings may be acded, but are net needed.

Many people would not be able to tell 
this brown sauce from a brewn meat 
gravy. The bi owned flour neutralizes the 
onion flavor almost completely, Browned 
flour sauces are more digestibie than 
white sauces. 

Stuffed Spanish onlon—- Remove the 
center from @ large enpion and Gil the 
space with chopped bacon cr any other 
meat chopped fine and seasoned. Cook in 
a little milk in the oven or in a saucepan 
on the stove. Nice flavors compounded 
with Spanish onion are enhanced. and 
any mince may be used for stuffing.
